GOLD AND PLATINUM. 


A letter from Prof. Dawson, chief of the 
geological survey, Ottawa, was received re- 
cently by Geo. Purches. Mr. Purches had 
made enquiries as to the practicability of 
using the cyanide process in extracting fine 
gold from the black sand. The letter says: 

‘‘Respecting the project of using the 
cyanide process to save free goid from the 
Saskatchewan river, my opinion is that it 
would be very difficult to make it a success 
The amount of material to be treated would, 
I fear preciude the economic treatment for 
gold. It would require in the firat instance 
to ke concentrated, and in that case the 
gold might as well be extracted from it at 
ence. And again; although much of the 
gold is very fine for placer gold, the graing 
are large enough to prove very refractory in 
solution, to cyanide. 

‘* The best method of saving such fine 
gold would be, I think, to employ large con- 
centrating tables like those used for similar 
work in New Zealand, with a width of pro- 
bably 100 feet, over which a steady stream

BY-LAW NO. 116. 


A By-Law to authcrize the Municipality of the 
Town of Eds:onton to subscribe ‘cr shares to 
the amount of $50,000.00 in the capital stock of 
the Edmonton Distrizt Railway Company. 

Whereas, a petition signed by at least three- 
fourths in number of the resideut rateptyers of the 
Municipality of the Town of Edmonton, entitled to 
vote on by-laws requiring the assent of the electors, 
has been presented to the Municipal Council of the 
said Municipality for the passing and due ratifica- 
tion of a by-law to authorize the Municipality of the 
Town of E?monton to subscribe for shares to the 
amount of 250,000 0 in the capital stock of the 
Edmonton District Railway ; 

And Whereas, the saiid, the Edmonton District 
Railway Company conteinplate constructing, main- 
taining and operating a line of railway near to and 
within the Municipality, and the Municipality is, in 
the opinion cf the Municipai Council, interested 
therein ; 

And Whereas, it is deemed expediont that the 
Municipatity should subscribe for shares in the said, 
the Edmenton District Railway Company to an 
amount not exceeding $50,000,090, sudject to such 
condit‘ozs to be agreed upon between the Munici- 
pality and the Corapany, prior to such subscription 
as shall appear necessary and expedient to the 
Municipal Council for the protectioa of the interests 
of the said Municipslity ; 

And Whereas, for the purpose aforesaid, it is 
necessary to borrow the amount of the sum to be 
subscribed for, cither in one sum or in several sums 
from time to time, as i& becomes necessary to pay 
the calis upon the stock ; 

And Whereas, it is expedient that the subscription 
moneys when raised shall be raised by the issue of 
debeutures aggregating the said sum of $50,090.06, 
payable in twenty years, bearing interest at the rate 
of six per cent. payable haif yearly ; 

And Whereas, the amount of the whole rateable 
property of the Municipality, accordidg to the last 
revised asser ment roll, is $1,131,789 09 ; 

And Whereas, the total amount of fhe existing® 
debt of the Municipality, outside of the debt due 
for the current expenses of the year, is $18,510.83, 
incurred for local improvements, and $30,955 ineur- 
red for permanent improvements, making in the 
whole the sum of $49,465.85, whereof no part is 
in arrear ; 

And Whereas, it is expedient to provide for the 
payment of the principal of the said debentures by 
he creation of an equal yearly sinking fund ; 

And Whereas, the total amount to be raised an- 
nually by special rate for the prying of the said 
debt, by means of asinking fund us sforesaid, and 
the interest thereon as aforesaid, is $4012.20 ; 

And Whereas, the annnal special rate on the 
dollar as being sufficient to pay the said interest 
and to create the said equal yearly sinking fund for 
the payrent of the said debt is 3 6-10 mills ; 

Therefore, the Mayor and Council of the Muni- 
cipality of the Town of Edmontor, in council 
assembled, enacts as follows : 

1. This By-law is to take effect on the first day of 
June, 1696. 

2. The Mayor and Clerk of the Municipality ‘are 
hereby authorized to issue debentares of the Mani- 
cipality to theaggregate amount of $50,000.00, pay- 
able within twenty years from the day of the date 
on which this by-law takes effect, with interest at 
the rate of six per cet. per annum, payable half 
yearly ; such debentures to be payable at the office 
of the Treasurer cf the Municipality of the ‘fown of 
Edmonton, and to hare attached to tiem coupons 
for the payment of interesé. 

3. For the purpose of paying the amount which 
shall be req tired to be raised annually for the pay- 
ment of the said interest and creating the equal 
yearly sinking fund to be set apart for the payment 
of the principal sum of $60,000.00, a special rate of 
36-10 mulls on the doliar, over and above 
all other rates and taxes, shall be levied 
in the same manner and at the same times as the 
general Municipal taxes, upon the whole ratcable 
property in the Municipality, in each year for the 
period of twenty years, during which the said de- 
bentures sali be current. 

4, The said debentures, when so issued as afore- 
said, shall be deposited with the Treasurer of the 
Municipality, and the same, er the proceeds 
thereof, shall be by him delivered to the 
Edmonton District Railway Company, only after the 
passing of, and according to the provisions of a by- 
law to be hereafter passed by the Municipal Couneil 
in that behalf, confirming an agreement to be made 
hereafter between the Municipal Council on behalf 
of the Mudicipality, and the Edmonten Districts 
Railway Company. 

f, Tuesday, the 26th day of May, 1896, between 
the hours of nine o’clock in the forenoon and five 
o'clock in the aftereoos, at the office of the Towa 
Clerk, Edmonton, is hereby fixed as the day, place 
and hour for taking the votes <f the zlectors for 
and against this by-law. 

6. Arthur G. Randali is hereb>y'y appointed 
Returning Officer and St. George Jeiletr, Deputy 
Returning Officer to take the votes at the said time 
and place.

They arrived at Fort Cudahy 
on Wednesday, July 24th, at 6 a. m.

SOUTH AFRICA. 


A cable from Cape Town of recent 
date regarding the position at Buluwayo 
says : 

The British have made a sortie in 
force, encountered large numbers of 
Matabeles and inflicted great loss upon 
them and suffered some loss in return. 
They were at one time in danger of an- 
nihilation and finally retreated. A 
force of about 300 men, under Capt. 
Napier, and Duncan, with one Maxim 
rapid-firing gun and a Hothkiss quick- 
firing gun, belonging to the flagship, 
St. George, mustered outside the barb- 
ed-wire defences and were served with 
a ration of rum and saddled up fora 
dash at the enemies lines. The swords 
and all clattering accoutrements were 
deadened with cloth and the feet of the 
horses composing the advance guard, 
“ bagged.” (hoofs covered over with 
strong sacking.) The advance guard 
charged right up to the mound behind 
which the Matabeles were entrenched 
and spwred their horses over them in 
several places. Then followed a set- 
back for the troopers, The Matabeles 
charged in force and drove the advance 
guard back, being met by the main 
body of the Buluwayo force. Fire 
was opened at about 400 yards on the 
Matabele position. This was kept up 
until broad light, when an advance was

Barcn Maurice de Hirsch, the great finan- 
cier and philanthropist, died last night on 
his estate of apoplexy.

His charities in Austria 
and Germany are innumerable, and his 
scheme for transplanting his unfortunate 
co-religionists to South Africa cost what 
any ordinary person would consider a 
colossal fortune. In Egypt and European 
and Asiatic Turkey many schools, educat- 
ional and industrial were founded and main- 
tained by the baron. For instruction in 
Galicia he gave $2,000,000. To Russia, be 
made a magnificent offer of $10,000,000 for 
public instruction, with this sole proviso: 
‘‘Taat no distinction should be made in the 
application.” The Russian government de- 
clined. Throughout the Canadian North- 
west the name of Baron Hirsch is well- 
known he having established colonies in the 
Territories. In these colonies he was much 
interested.

GENERAL NEWS. 


A speciai from St. Petersburg says :—Just 
at the moment when the English are 
thought to be occupied in other parts of the 
world, a telegram to the Novoe Vremya 
from Chemulpo anncunces that the British 
Pacific squadron has taken up a position of 
observation off the coast of the Corean pen- 
insula and is being concentrated at Port 
Arthur and also at Port Hamilton. 


The experimental farm report for 1895 
says that fall plowing of clean stubble land 
for wheat is a waste of time, as it has in- 
variably given a less return than from seed 
sown on the unplowed stubbie. Treatment 
with bluestone has again proved entirely 
successful, eradicating smut and greatly 
increasing the yield. Smutty seed, not treated 
yielded less than i8 bushels per acre of 
very poor wheat. Treated in various ways 
with blu€stone the same seed yielded 38 to 
45 bushels of wheat per acre, of good grain. 
Yet there are still farmers who either do not 
treat their seed, or do it in such a careless 
way that a large quantity of it is rejected 
every year on account of smut. This case 
of smutty wheat is certainly an example of 
refusing to receive valuable knowledge. 
The drilling test gave similar results to pre- 
vious years, as follows; Press drill, yielded 
46 bushels per acre ; common drill, yield 442 
bushels; broadcast machine, yield 374 
bushels per acre.

sown later. “While wheat has done better 
sown on stubble than on either spring or fall 
plowing, oats and barley have done better 
on spring plowing. Grain should only be 
sown on stubble, however, when the Jand is 
free from weeds, after a crop on summer 
fallow. 


A despatch from Ottawa says: The im- 
ports for nine months increased $5,750,000. 
The duty collected shows an increase of $2,- 
000,000. The export increase is $5,821,000. 


An order-ia-council has been passed giving 
the schedule of fees to be exacted by several 
registrars of land registration districts for 
services and duties connected with the 
Northwest irrigation act. In the event of 
the registrar being called upon to perform 
some service for which a fee is not provided 
by tariff he is authorized to charge 
a fee which he has power to exact 
fora similor service under provisions 
of the land titles’ act of 1894. 


The London Daily News publishes a des- 
patch from Constantinople saying that news 
from all parts of Armenia continues to be 
terrible. The people everywhere hardly 
dare resume work and the farmers are 
wholly without seed. Unless the govern- 
ment extends help to them speedily there 
will be no sowing. ‘The !ocal officials have 
applied to the government for assistance, 
with a view to averting a famine next 
winter. The relief disbursers at Guran 
have been arrested aud nobody else dares to 
act. In the rreantime many persons are dy- 
ing of hunger. 


The Free Press says: It is reported that 
Cuban rebels are surrendering. Guaranteed 
reforms and promises of pardon are proving 
more effective than General Weylers’s usual 
methods of subduing rebels, 


A dispatch from Cape Town to the 
Times says: It is reported from Johannes- 
burg that numerous Boer wagons, all in 
charge of white men,. with no Kaffir driver 
are leaving Pretoria with ammunition and 
field equipments, their destinatica being 
unknown. The Beers, it is further said, 
are in constant communication with the 
wagons departed.
